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Bigger Mortgages? 


Hon. C. D. Howe says loan companies 
may grant larger building loans on houses 
of relatively low cost. That would be some 
small advantage. People with little money 
on hand could then build houses for them- 
selves — provided they had incomes large 
enough to meet the loan payments, 

But this would not touch the position of 
the man who has only a small or even 
moderate income. However little the down 
payment, he could not hope to pay off the 
loan on a standard house built at present 
costs. The instalments would keep his family 
in poverty for years. 

One way or another the total price of 
newly built homes will have to be brought 
down if people who are less than well-to-do 
are to become owners—or renters—of these. 
The most effective way is to adopt a sub- 
sidized housing policy, with the Government 
paying enough of the construction costs to 
bring the sale prices and the rentals down 
within reach of those who have only ordinary 
incomes, 

Increasing the mortgage that has to be 
paid off, with interest, will not make a dear 
house cheap enough to matter to the man 
who cannot hand over more than $25 a 
month as rent or as instalment on the pur- 
chase price. That, or less than that, is as 
much as 80 per cent of Canadians can afford 


to pay. 


Those Rear Doors 


Edmonton's street railway system con- 
tinues to set new records. Last month the 
cars and busses carried 3,084,963 passengers, 
a gain of more than 300,000 over the figures 
for February of last year. For the first two 
months of 1946 the total was 6,287,696, 
beating the figures for the first two months 
of last year by 656,179. 

This being the case, and the continuing 
traffic tendency, what about restoring con- 
ductors or conductorettes on the main line 
cars, and so make it possible to use the back 
doors as exits?

Stalin Isn’t Jittery 


Mr. Churchill seems to have thrown 
quite a scare into some people at Washing- 
ton, with his proposal that the English- 
speaking nations stand openly together to 
protect themselves against the possibility of 
attack, 

Some Congressional leaders are said to 
feel that this speech will heighten Russia's 
“suspicion” of the intentions of the western 
powers. One of them doesn’t see how we 
can inspire Russia with “confidence” if the 
United States and the British Commonwealth 
let it be known that they intend to take care 
of themselves by mutual assistance if that 
should ever become necessary. 

Do these gentlemen, or any other people, 
imagine that “Uncle” Joe Stalin is lying 
awake nights because he suspects that the 
democracies might get together and levy ag- 
gressive war against Russia? If so, they 
ought to grow up, buy a map, and read the 
newspapers, 

As for “confidence”, Mr. Stalin is one 
national leader who has it in full measure. 
It ia confidence undisturbed by doubts, based 
squarely on a dead certainty, He knows that 
neither the United States nor the British 
Commonwealth has any notion of attacking 
Russia, And he is capitalizing on that very 
definite understanding of the facts to do 
some grabbing while the grabbing is good.

Cop Finally ( Gets “Out” on Hurler 
Gal ‘‘Tosses Ball,”” Dad Umpires 
On Jasper Avenue Cafe Diamond 


Baseball playing lassies are not an unusual sight around Edmonton 
—in fact they are a very welcome sight when they trot gracefully onto 
the diamond attired in natty shorts and sweaters. 

BUT THE LASSIE WHO unlimbered her “tossing arm” in the Alcan 


cafe, 9755 Jasper avenue, about 6:15 a.m. Friday was anything but wel-| 


come. At the end of a 15-minute pitching display, which was broken up 
by police, the scoreboard read: Damage to dishes, $50; windows, $14, and 
one electric clock out of commission. 

Witnesses stated that the “game” started when Bernadette Nolin was 
warned to stop destroying the silverware, which she is alleged to have 
been twisting into most unusable shapes. Apparently angered at the 
attempt to frustrate her pastime, she yelled “play ball,” and went on a 
dish-throwing spree rarely equalled in these parts. 

MANY DISHES IN SIGHT were sent flying to be smashed against 
the floor, the walis and other patrons of the eating establishment. Run- 
ning out of dishes on the counter, she is alleged to have vaulted over the 
counter and started in on some more. 

According to witnesses, she tossed six perfect strikes at the electric 
clock with glass tumblers,

MEDICINE HAT, March 8—(CP) 

Sgt. Maj. Richard Elstermann 
acting leader of the Medicine Hat 
internment camp at the time August

| ROOT VEGETABLES (Cont.) 

| Yesterday's article dealt with two 

of the root vegetables—carrots 

and beets—and in today’s article I 

}am going to tell you about some of 

the others, beginning with turnips. 
The turnip is said to be grown in 


every temperate climate in the 
world. Having a distinct flavor, it 
is widely used in flavoring soups 
and stews. It is also cooked by it- 
self as a separate vegetable, The 


turnip of small size, in which the 
carbohydrate content is not over 
5 per cent. The more mature the 
j turnip, the higher the carbohydrate 
content and when you are sitting at 
the table and eating the larger size 
turnips, you are getting a vegetable 
having carbohydrate content of 
about 10 per cent. In other words, 
you are eating a medium-starchy 
vegetable. Raw turnips are con- 
sidered good sources of vitamin C. 
| Parsnips, when mature, are cred- 
jited with a carbohydrate content of 
15 per cent. The fleshy white root 
| possesses a flavor which is enjoyed 
by many, although others dislike it. 
Some growers leave a part of the 
crop in the ground through the 
|winter, believing that the flavor 
| will be better when this is done, 
{than when the roots are dug and 
stored away. Apparently freezing 
|does not injure parsnips. This 
vegetable is ranked as a good 
source of vitamin B 

Oyster Plant or Salsify, should 
be used as young as possible be- 
fore the starch has had time to de- 
velop. The flavor is very bland 
and agreeable. Do not scrape the 
oyster plant, but wash well with a 
vegetable brush and cook in plain 
water. When cut up thin and sea-
